As thousands of copies of "the report" were printed, assum- 


ibly, because they were for general distribution, the cost 
was- 


several hundred'dollars. It is all a total loss because its contents 
are foreign to any purpose that would either enlighten, or better 
the public school system. 
The tax payers have n right to and 


should be given intelligible information as to what purposes taxes 
go and results obtained, but theiv is nothing intelligible in the 
massing of huge figures and exposition of the fads of boards. If 
sixteen more pages of the book had been given to an itemized 
statement of the expenditures, showing who got the money and 
how much of it, it would have served some useful purpose and be- 
yond peradvcntnre raised a yelp from more than.one tax 
payer,

At the Municipal election in November, 1907, when Henry C. Searcy, Democrat, was elected Mayor of this city for his first term, authority was granted the city officials to issue $250,000 in bonds for 


the construction of a new water works.

A commission known as the Water Works Commission, was appointed. This commission consisted of six of the most prominent men in this city, three Republicans and three Democrats as follows: Geo. 


D. Selby, Frank L. Marting, John E. Williams, George E.Pricker, George K. Appel and Oscar W.Newman. 


This Water Works Commission worked faithfully during the next three years in obtaining samples of raw water from numerous points along the river and having these samples tested, from time to time, 


by the State Board of Health, and in investigating various systems of water works construction. 


Finally an engineer by the name of Samuel M. Gray, from Providence, Rhode Island, was employed by the Commission to prepare plans and specifications for the construction of a new water works. 
Early in September, 1911, these plans were presented to the State Board of Health for their approval, as required by the laws of Ohio, and the same were rejected by the Stato Board, with the statement 


that plans calling for "Sand-Bar" filtration would not be approved, and only plans along the lines of recognized mechanical treatment of water would be approved by them. 


The campaign for the election of a city ticket at the November eletion was now on and Fred N. Tynes, the Republian nominee for Mayor, made his campaign on the grounds that he stood for an early

Mr. Tynes was elected and in his first annual message in the early part of January, 1912, laid the matter before Council and insisted that the water works question was by far the most important matter

Several hydraulic, or water works, engineers appeared before council from to time, and finally the members of Council, by resolution, authored the Board of Control, consisting of the Mayor, Direc- 


tor of Service and Director of Safety, to enter into contract with J. F. Witmer of Buffalo, N. Y, by the terms of which contract, said J. F. Witmer was to rece.ve $10,500 for his services rendered m preparing 


plans and specifications, and superintending the entire construction of the new water system. 


The plans and specifications were prepared by Mr. Witmer and received the unqualified approval of the State Board of Health. 
The entire construction was classified into five divisions as follows: 1st, pumping station, we!! and intake; 2nd, pumping machinery and bo.lers; 3rd, pipe hne to the c.ty; 4thr filtration plant complete;
